Two million five hundred thousand 
dollars to wage Ireland’s fight against 
England was pledged last night in 
Medinah temple by delegates ta the 
first annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Recognition 
of the Irish Republic.

The number of illegitimate babies 
who died at one month was found to 
be eight times as high as that of legit!- 
mate infants.
